In evch dep rtment are ba'h tubs and soap stone 
wath troughs. The doors to the celle are of iron, 
grated, with a wicket for conveying food to the prie- 
oner, and -h.t by sliding bars. A wooden door on 
the outside, is ehut at night—both doors locked by a 
hand-made rim lock. The arrangement for locking 
the doors is ingenious, avd renders «fforts to open by 
prisoners unavailable.

Official Notice to the Bond Helders. 


An Act 
To protect the people of the State of Geor- 
gia against the illegal and fraudulent issue 
of bonds and securities, and for other pur- 
es connected with the same. 

Whereas, Divers bonds, purporting to be 
bonds of the State of Georgia, and divers 
bonds bearing the indorsement of the State, 
have been issued and put in circulation by 
Rufus B. Ballock, late Governor of said 
State, and divers bonds issued prior to his 
administration, have been negotiated by him: 
And whereas, it is believed that a large por- 
tion of said bonds have been a y and 
fraudulently issued and negotiated, and the 
extent and amount of said bonds so issued 
and negotiated is unknown to this General 
Assembly. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of 
Geo: That there shall be a committee ap- 
y0intel of tusee, one by the President of the 
Senate, and two by the Speaker of the House 
of Kepresentatives, who shall have full power 
and authority to examine and ascertain the 
number of bonds which have been issued as 
hereinbefore recited in the preamble of this 


so far as they have been sold or hypothecated, 
by whom sold, the amount of money paid, 
to Whom paid, when paid, for what purpose 
negotiated, and all other facts connected with 
the history of said bonds, and to report the 
same to the General Assembly at its next 
session.
